The Commanding General learns with 
deep regret that arrests are being made in 
some parts of the State upon the slightest 
and most trivial groands. 

He desires the civil authorities and orders 
the militarj not to make anj arrests except 
when the parties are attempting to join the 
rebels or are engaged in giving aid or 
information to them; and in all cases the 
evidenoe mast be such as will convict them 
before a eourt of justioe. In manj cases it 
is understood that the Home Guards have 
gone into the adjoining counties and ar- 
rested aad carried off parties who have 
been quietly remaining at home under the 
expectation that they would not be inter- 
fered with, provided they did nothing in 
Tiolation of the spirit of the proclamation 
of September 24th, issued from these head- 
quarters. 

Some inslanoes are mentioned of persons 
having been arrested and taken out of tie 
8tate;*this is all contrary to what the Com- 
manding General has declared to be his 
wish, and he trusts it will not be repeated 
It is believed that many of those who at 
one time sympathised with the rebellion are 
desirous of returning to their allegiance, and 
wish to remain quietly at home attending to 
their business. 

A conciliatory fair course pursued to- 
wards such persons will win them to our 
cause; the reverse may force them into the 
ranks of our enemies. 

The Commanding General entreats and 
urges his fellow-citizens to discountenance 
and endeavor to put a stop to these ill-timed 
and unlawful arrests, and to aid him in 
keeping peace among ourselves.

Tun News. — It will be seen by our 
dispatches this morning that a lot of wounded 
prisoners, released from imprisonment in 
Richmond, have arrived at Fortress Monroe 
Their statements confirm the terrible want 
prevailing in Richmond and among the rebel 
soldiers — that they were released in conse- 
quence of the scarcity. 

In a speech lately made in Hartfordshire 
by Sir £ Bulwer Lyttonhe took the ground 
that the disruption of the United States has 
been liable any time these twenty years, 
owing, not to the form of government, nor 
the institntions of the oonntry, bat its vast 
extent Sir Edward takes it for granted 
that the rebellion will snceeed, his opinions 
being svidently made up on reading Rassell’s 
letters. 

There are only 6,000 troops in Biehmond, 
and the rebel Generals are making efforts 
to sreot fortifications on James river, fearing 
an attack in the river from Fortress Monroe. 
Gov. Brown, of Georgia, has reealled five 
regiments for the defense of that State. 
Govs. Clark, of North Carolina, Pickens, of 
South Carolina, and Monroe, of Louisiana, 
may be expected to follow suit very soon, if 
they have not already done it, and the rebel 
forces in Virginia will be very materially 
reduced — ^in fact, will become disheartened 
and demoralized.

N ashv ille papers 
and Nashville letters must run the blockade 
at the lines ; and we do not look for any 
very reliable news on the subject until we 
receive it from the East, through a return 
boat, or letters from the fleet. Meantime 
let ns possess o ur souls in patience.

Cairo, III., Oct 8 — A deserter from Pit. 
lows’a army, formerly a resident of North- 
ern Illinois, arrived here last night. He 
reports General A. S. Johnson in command 
at Golnmbas with 10,000 men. They have 
fortified the hank., of the river for fonr miles 
above Colnmbns, and are expecting an at- 
tack from the Federals. Generals Cheatham, 
Pillow, Polk, and Johnson are all at Col- 
umbns. The army at that point ii well 
armed and equipped, and have large bodies 
of cavalry. 

On the 29th of Sept Jeff. Thompson had 

4.000 men near Belmont, his army being 
fast deciminated by desertion. 

The gunboat New Era arrived from St. 
Louis iast night. 

Fort Moxboe, Oet. 7. — The steamer 
Express met by sgreement, this morning, 
the rebel steamer Northumberland, with a 
flag of tmoe, 12 miles above Newport News, 
which bronght down 57 wounded prisoners, 
who were released yesterday at Richmond. 
They had been captured at Boll Ran. 
They report that there are about 5,000 
troops in Richmond; that the rebel army on 
the Potomac is supposed to number over 

150.000 men, and that apprehensions of an 
attack on the seaboard causes the greatest 
anxiety. 

Powerful batteries have been erected 
along James river in anticipation of an 
advanoe of the Federal army in that direo- 
tion. The armament has been removed 
from the steamer Jamestown. Tbe prison- 
ers did not see the Yorktown. Tbe troops 
at Richmond were compesed of North Caro- 
linians and Georgians. Gov. Brown, of 
Georgia, has recalled five regiments to 
defend the State. The rebel troops were 
suffering greatly from tbe want of medicine 
and clothing and certain kinds of food. 
Articles cut off by the blockade were bring- 
ing fabulons prices. The wounded prison- 
ers were released from the reason that their 
wants conld not be enpplied. They were 
obliged to sleep on tbe floor during their 
imprisonment. Gen. Beauregard was at 
Manassas and Jeff. Davis returned to Rich- 
mond, on Saturday, in feeble health. 
Speculations were rife as to his successor 
Seventeen of the released prisoners, who 
are wnable to go home, have been sent to 
the O.d Point hospital. 

Wabbikotoh, Oot. 8. — Special to the N. Y 
Poet. — Brig. Gen Graban haa been ordered 
to appeerpefore Judge Merrick to day for 
contempt of court. It is alleged that he 
forced a soldier into the ranks after be had 
been discharged by the court. A private of 
one of the Pennsylvania regiments was 
killed by the accidental discharge of a mus- 
ket this morning. 

The cavalry and artillery regiments are 
marching to Capitol Hill, where they will 
be relieved to day. 

Every thing is quiet along the lines. 

Tbe powerful rain last night made havoc 
in some of the camps. 

Waehixqtob, Ocl 8 — The commissioner 
of Indian affairs, Mr. Dale, has reinmed 
from his official visit to the Indian tribes in 
Kansas and Nebraska. He was received by 
them with gladness. They sought every 
opportunity to express to him their friendli- 
ness to the United States. He conversed 
with the returned Kansas officers who took 
part in the battle of Springfield, and who 
informed him that no separately organized 
Indian forces were with the rebels on that 
occaaion, bat that a comparatively few of 
the half breeds only were in the ranks of 
the enemy. The efforts of the rebels to 
array the Indians against the United States, 
BO far as the commiaeioner could learn, was 
attended with only partial success. The 
Indians, aa a class, are duposed to be 
friendly, but those who are in hostility have 
been coerced to this eourse by the rebels. 
No donht is entertained that it would re- 
qnire no persnasion to raise a large Indian 
force in Kansas and Nebraska to operate 
against those who may be brought into the 
field by the rebels. 

Farther Poixt, Oct. 8 — Further by the 
eUamer N’orwtgian.-— Great Britain. — Sir Ed- 
ward Bulwer Lytton, in speaking at a din- 
ner at Hertfordshire, reviewed the general 
aspect of foreign and domestic relations. 
Italy, he said, had become a great nation. 
He took Mr. Roobuoks’ view of Anstria, and 
complimented Earl Russell on his conduct of 
the foreign department. Sir Edward said 
he had long foreseen the mptute in America, 
and he thought it would tend to happy 
resnlts, both for the safety of Europe and 
other reasons. The breaking up of the 
American Republic was not a failure of the 
Democracy. Any other form of government 
would have equally failed in keeping to- 
gether sections of a oommnnity geographi- 
oally BO vast and with contrasts so ant ago- 
nistio to each other. 

The issue ef notices for the adoption of 
short time in the Laaeashire mills was daily 
becoming more general, and under these 
oireumstanoea spinners and manufacturers 
were showing increased confidence to abstain 
from pressing their goods on the market 
until prices shall have attained a point in 
some degree oommensurale with the rise in 
the value of the raw material. 

Tha Times, in its city article, attributes 
ihe oontinned declixe in the fnnds to feel- 
ings of disquiet as to tha prospects of the 
operative classes in Manchester during the 
comifig winter, and the inflnenoe which a 
partial suspension of the cotton trade may 
have npon the revenue. 

Tho following is a summary of the news 
sent ont by the City of WasUngton, from 
Liverpool on the 25th : 

Great Britain. — The Qreoi Eastern was 
lees damaged than was at first represented. 
She will repair at Milford and resume the 
service between Liverpool opd New York. 

The Tines thinks the Eosperor of Rnssia’s 
letter is good and appsipnate, and more 
acceptable to America than advice from any 
other power; bat obviously the advioe will 
not be taken by a proud and obstinate 
people, and more blood mast flow before 
the eonneils of Bt. Potereburg will be listened 
te. Farther oorrespondenee from Rosaia is 
published In one letter he says he has no 
donht whatever of the uUimat# power of 
the Northern and Western Slates to subju- 
gate the seceded Stotes if they put forth all 
their strtagth. 

The London Post publishes the terms of 
a treaty between England, France, and 
Spain for immediate intervention in the 
affairs of Mexico. There is no intention of 
urging territorial war but the oombined 
national force of the powers will oconpy the 
principal ports in the Gulf, and will se- 
qnestrate the revenue of such ports, retain, 
ing one-half and paying the rest to Mexico 
Yet, if Mexico sets the allied powers at 
defiance an effectual blockade will be 
instantly established. 

France — The Constitntionelle officially 
announces the Washington Government has 
not anthorized its agents in Europe to make 
military engagements, uid that offieert ao- 
oepting servioe under that Government will 
therefore aet undsr their own responsibility. 

Italy. — AeliTO negotiations are going on 
bstweoB Paris and Turin in relation to the 



gnarantees for tbe spjritnal independence of 
the Pope, if Rome should become the capi- 
tal of Italy. 

Latest via Londonderry. — London, Sept 27 
The Times announces that tbe illness of the 
Pope’s Nuncio is more serious than any here- 
tofore. Advicea say that there is much 
danger of his life. 

New Yoek, Oct. 8 — The frigate Wabash 
arrived from Charleston bar on the evening 
of the 3d. She received five or six shots 
below the water line during the action at 
Hatteras Inlet. She eomee here to have 
some repairs to her hull and machinery. She 
will sail again in a week or ten days. 

The Roanoke, Wandalia and the flagship 
were off Charleston. 

New Yoek, Oet. 8. — The exoitoment in tho 
stock market is at fever heat this afternoon, 
and a further rise of 1@2 per oenL has 
been established. There is a strong demand 
for aU the securities of the list, and the 
buoyancy is greater than that preceding the 
battle of Bull Ran. No second board was 
held, and no reliable quotations can bs 
given. 

Darsestows, Md., OoL 6. — It is the 
opinion of officers that the rebel army which 
last week moved up tbe Potomac hM crossed 
over the monntains in Western Virginia, or 
retired beck upon the mountains, as it has 
not been seen for several days past. Every 
thing haa been quiet along our lines to day. 

Portland, Oct. 8 — In the Admiralty Court 
this morning Judge Ware delivered an able 
opinion condeming the British schooner 
William Arthur, before reported seized, on 
the ground that she intended to run the 
blockade. 

Zanesville, Ohio, October 8. — Jewett’s 
majority in this eity, 37, which is a loss of 
164 over his vote for Congress last fall. 
Quarantine, Staten Island ,Oct. 8. p.m — 
The U. S. steamer frigate Wabash is now 
passing here bound in 

Rive r M^at ters.

The river at Pittsburg was rising 

rapidly yesterday, with fourteen and a half 
feet water in the channel. Another rise is 
anticipated here in a few days

The St Louis Democrat says : “It is
